Miss Annie Gross, 25 years old, living; 
with her brother, Adolph N. Gross, at 
209 Magnolia avenue, died suddenly 
Sunday morning, and an inquest was 
held in the Coroner’s office Monday, re- 
sulting in the discovery that death oc- 
curred after the girl had eaten large 
quantities of pickles and had drunk vin- 
egar freely to make her thin. 

Dr. J. A. Hartmann, who performed 
the autopsy says in his report that 
the goirl died of “hemorrhage of 
stomach with contributory acetic 
poisoning.’

the police, and Dr. J, A. Hartman, one 
of the city’s postmortem physicians, 
was instructed to make an examination 
of the dead girls stomach and its con- 
tents. 

It was found that the inner walls of 
the stomach were almost completely, 
eaten away, Deputy Coroner Lloyd stat- 
ing that he had never before seen the 
walls of a human stomach so thin. In 
this condition they were especially sus- 
ceptible to rupture, and it is believed 
that rupture of the stomach wag the 
cause of death.

Annie Gross was a stout girl, that she 
was very sensitive because of this fact, 
and that some time ago she began diet- 
ing to reduce her flesh.

FULTON, Mo., July 23.—After being 
out 40 hours the jury in the case of 
Mrs, Alva Bailey, accused of the mur- 
der of Jay Lawder, returned a verdict 
of not guilty Monday. 

Edmund Balley, who was acquitted 
Saturday, was in court with his wife 
when the verdict was returned. They 
clasped hamds and both thanked each 
member of the jury. 

They left the Courthouse together and" 
went to the boarding house of Mrs. 
Evay Willett, where Mrs. Bailey has 
lived since the birth of her baby June 1. 

They will continue to live together, 
they say, but beyond that they have 
not perfected their plans. 

The trial of Edmund Bailey and his 


wife, Alva Bailey, for the killing of 
wealthy young Jay Lawder will long be 
regarded by lawyers and jurists az one 
of the most remarkablesin Missouri's 
history. 

Jay Lawder was a son of one of the 
most highly respected families of Mex- 
ico, Mo., and was half owner and man- 
ager of a coal mine at Farber, Mo., 2% 
miles from Mexico. 

George Bailey was employed by. Law- 
der as a miner and lived with fiis wife 
and three children at pie comp 

Bailey was peaceable, quiet and of ex- 
cellent reputation, but theré were many 
who considered his wife ‘‘queer.’’

“Wife the Best Woman,” 


On the way to Mexico Bailey told 
Grubb that Lawder had never wronged 
his wife. After he had escaped a mob 
and was brought to St. Louis for safe- 
keeping, Bailey said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“My wife is the best woman in the 
world. There was nothing wrong be- 
tween her and Jay Lawder. I thought 
Lawder was after her and I shot him 
to prevent him from winning my wife 
and breaking up my home.’ 

Both Bailey and his wife were indict- 
ed for murder in the first degree, and 
they obtained a change of venue to 
Fulton, Callaway County, where the 
trial commenced last Monday before 
Judge Alonzo Burns of Platte County. 

Notwithstanding his previous state- 
ments, the defense of Bailey, who was 
tried first, was based almost entirely on 
the ‘“‘unwritten law."’ 

Mrs. Bailey was paroled by Sheriff 
Cole, and went to a boarding house May 
%. <A girl was born to her June l. It 
hevame known in Fulton that the child 
‘had been named ‘“Jay."’ for the man 
whom her husband kiNed. Mrs. Bailey 
went on the stand at her husband's 
trial and said that Jay Lawder was the 
father of the child. 

Ralley, testifying in his own behalf, 
said that he shot Lawder because his 
wife, on the morning of the killing, told 
him she and: Lawder had been intimate, 
and that Lawder was about to take hér 
to Mexico to see a physician. 

He said that he never carried a re- 
volver or kept one in the house, but 
that on the Sunday morning of the kill- 
ing, when he went to a dresser drawer 
to get a shirt, he found the loaded 
weapon there.

Lulu Bell Buchanan is a free milk 
baby. Baby Lulu, 11 months o-d, the 
daughter of Frank and Irene Buchanan 
of 922 Brooklyn street, is thriving on 
the milk furnished by the St. Louis 
Pure Milk Commission. She has been 
using the milk HMttle more than a week, 
yet in that short time she shows a great 
improvement.

Head-On Oollision on the Sea- 
board Air Line Demol, 
ishes Two Trains. 


ERROR IN THE ORDERS 





Through Passenger Train Runs 
Into a Freight While Going 
at Full Speed. 





RALEIGH, N. C., July 23.—Late re- 
ports received here this morning are 
to the effect that 20. persons are 
desd and 2% injured as the result of a 
head-on collision betwen a through 
eastbound passenger train and a freight 
train on the Seaboard Air Line, near 
Rockingham last night. Among the 
killed was H. 8. Byrd, the baggage- 
man, Engineer F. B. Lewis of Hamlet 
and Fireman Tom Hill of the pagsen- 
ger train. The negro fireman of the 
freight also is said to have been killed, 
while the engineer of the freight saved 
saved himself by jumping. ma 

Only a few of the bodies extricated 
from the wreck have been identified. A 
large number of them are negroes, who 
were taking advantage of the Sunday 
rates. Both trains were badly demol- 
ished and the tracks are blocked so 
that no trains have passed and are not 
likely to for some hours yet. 

The officials of the road attribute the 
disaster to the failure of the telegraph 
operator at Rockingham to deliver or- 
ders to the passenger train. 

As se0n as the news of the wreck 
reached Hamilét. four miles distant, a 
wrecking engine was sent out and the 
division superintendent and other offi- 
cilals of the road hurried to the scene 
and took charge of the work of relief. 
The passenger train was No. 44, running 
from Florida to the north. 

It was stated officially from the gen- 


eral offices of the railway this morning 
that the bodies of 20 killed and 24 in- 
jured had been taken from the wreck. 
The train, it is stated, was a regular 
one, bound from Charlotte to Wilming- 
ton. Of the dead bodies recovered eight 
are white and 12 negroes. Of the in- 
jured five are white and 19 negroes,

RECOUNT NEAR FINISH.

The recount of the ballots in the 
municipal election contest will be con- 
cluded within two weeks, acording to 
estimates made at the office of the 
Board of Election Commissioners Mon- 
day.

CIVIL WAR IN RUSSIA. 

The dissolution, or rather the expulsion, of the 
Russian Parliament will not surprise anybody who 
has watched the course of events in St. Petersburg, 
and compared them with the precedents of history. 

Russia is in a chaotic condition. The army is dis- 
affected and a part of it is sure to rally around the 
standard of revolt. Civil war, however, will be less 
horrible than the indiscriminate massacres which 
have disgraced the Empire for so many months, and 
it will be an assurance that the settlement which will 
follow it will be on the solid foundation of Demo- 
cratic institutions, for it is inconceivable, in the 
twentieth century, that even in Russia medieval in- 
stitutions can be maintained. 

The cause of all this turmoil is the blindness of the 
Czar and his advisers. They seem. to be unable to 
grasp the meaning of facts which to the outside 
world appear so plain. But with the experience of 
England and France before them, they persist in fol- 
lowing the path which led Charles Stuart and Louis 
XVI to ruin. They have learned nothing from the 
fate of those unhappy men. Such blindness can be 
accounted for only on the theory that they are not 
only isolated from their fellow men, but are insu- 
lated—they have no intelligent sympathy ‘with the 
masses of mankind because they do not share the 
common life, ideals and hopes. 

The &zar has chosen. He cannot expect- to-restore 
friendly relations with the representatives of the 
people, and the Duma can have no faith in a monarch 
whose will is so feeble, whose promises are made only 
to be broken. They have tried to talk it out. Hav- 
ing failed, they will now fight it out. The end of it 
all is not doubtful. But the interval before the end 
will be full of confusion and horror.
